The Way to Clean Woodwork, Car- 
pets, Ete.—Excellent Suggestions on 
Minor Details.

Where hard finish- 
ed walls have already been kalsomined, 
the soiled coats should be washed or 
scraped off before a new one is put on. 
This is the most d part of 
the process. The furniture should be 
covered, as lime makes spots that are 
removed with difficulty, especially 
upon biack walnut. Those whe have 
tried paint on the hag — ig 
—_ very strongly in its favor, It 
closes up the of the plaster so 
that it cannot absorb ill odors, it can 
be easily cleaned with soda aod water, 
(soap and water make it spotty) and 
it can be made of any desired tint. 
Perhaps some of our readers do not 
know what active absorbents paper 
and plaster are and, how, when-they 
become thoroughly saturated with 
various effluvia, nothing but en- 
tire renewal will cleanse them. 
Ingects find no harbor in painted walls 
as they do in papered walls, and when 
once the paint is dry there is no ques- 
tion about the poisons used in produ- 
cing desirable tints. Before paint or 
kalsomine is applied to the walls, eve 
crack and crevice should be filled wi 
plaster or a cement made of one part 
water to one part of silicate of ‘potash 
mixed with common whiting. For 
the kalsomine put a 1 po ens of a ponnd 
of white glue in cold water over night 
and heat gradually in the morning un- 
til dissolved. Mix eight pounds of 
whiting with hot water, and the 
dissolved glue and stir together, add- 
ing warm water until about the con- 
sistency of thick cream. Use a kal- 
somine brush ‘and finish as you go 
along. If skim milk is used instead 
of water the glue may be omitted. In 
ing painted walls it is a good 
plan to remove from the room every- 
thing thatcan be injured 4 steam 
and then hang sheets wrung from hot 
water in the room. The vapor con- 
densing on the walls softens the dirt 
and it may be wiped off with woolen 
2lothes wrung from soda water. Cei!- 
ings that have been smoked by akero- 
sene lamp should be washed off with 
soda water, If the wall about the 
stove has been smoked by the stove 
cover the black patches with gum 
shellac and they will not strike 
through either paint or kalsomine. 
Furniture needs -cleaning as much 
as other wood-work. It may be wash- 
ed with warm soap suds quickly wi 
ed dry, and then rubbed with an oily 
cloth. For ordi wood-work use 
whiting to rub the dirt off and ammo- 
nia. Mortar and paint may be remov- 
ed from window glass with hot, sharp 
vinegar. Grained wood should be 
washed with cold tea. should 


be beaten on the wrong side first and’ 


then on the right, after which spots 
may be rem by the use of ox gall 
or ammonia and water. If has 
been laid under the carpet all dust 
may be removed with it without rais- 
ing ' warmth of floors is 
greatly creased by having t lin- 
ng or layers of paper un it.
